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Report of the Selectmen 


Top on the list of problems for the Selectmen, during 1976, 
has been solid waste disposal. A study was made on the Rock- 
land dump site, for which Owl’s Head has to pay its proportionate 
share. Hopefully the dumping problem is settled for the present. 
However, surface water drainage is still a problem at the dump, 
and this will be continually studied therefore more expense! 
The future will probably bring more rules and regulations, as 
solid waste disposal is going to be a never ending problem in our 
throw away society. 


The parking area at the fire station was enlarged during 1976. 
Town land across the road from the station was leveled and fill 
put in to make the parking area. Law enforcement officers com- 
plained of parking on the side of the road, as there is a blind spot 
in the area, and requested that something be done to improve 
the situation. We will continue to enlarge and improve the park- 
ing area with a minimum expense. 


A great deal of time has been spent in trying to work out some 
sort of solution and agreement between the Army Corp of En- 
gineers, The Department of Environmental Protection, and owners 
of land which has been affected by erosion from the sea. This 
has turned out to be a lengthy procedure, as all things caught up 
in bureaucratic delays. Hopefully by the summer of 1977 we will 
have this problem solved. 


Great improvements have been made to the Ash Point 
Cemetery, due to the efforts of Charles Candage, who paid for 
the entire project. In return an agreement was made with Mr. 
Candage to maintain the cemetery lots of his relatives. The old 
wooden fence, which was rotten was replaced with a plastic 
coated chain link fence: the archway at the entrance to the 
cemetery was sandblasted, repaired and painted and now 
looks like new. Bushes and a dead tree were removed to give 
the cemetery a neater appearance. Mr. Candage deserves our 
thanks for this project. 


We would like to give a hearty salute to our Bicentennial 
Committee for an outstanding job. The committee worked hard 
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and long in many areas and certainly had the co-operation of our 
townspeople to make our celebration such a success. 

In conclusion the selectmen would like to thank Irving Smith 
for his efforts in making our roads among the best in Knox Coun- 
ty, during the winter months. His conscientious concern in the 
problem of snow removal is much appreciated.

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Owl’s Head Conservation Commission 


The Owl’s Head Conservation Commission met last spring 
with the conservation commissions of several area towns to ex- 
change ideas and information. Mr. Sterling Dow gave us infor- 
mation and literature on projects which we might consider. Our 
first monthly meetings were concerned with discussions of several 
possible projects and the selection of a major project. 


We are currently working on the identification and mapping 
of natural drainage areas in the town. The Time and Tide office 
in Waldoboro is assisting us in obtaining funding for the project 
and will be advising us on technicalities. Also, late this fall we 
held several meetings on possible developments at Lucia Beach. 
Although Lucia Beach has been state-owned for some time, we 
feel that the state is receptive and responsive to the views and 
concerns of the conservation commissions and our desire that the 
environment be left as natural as possible while the necessary 
improvements are made. 


We've had joint meetings with the Recreation Committee, 
selectmen, and officials in the Department of Recreation and 
State Parks. The proposals are for road improvement, restroom 
facilities, and security gate with personnel as priorities. Much of 
the area would be left in its natural state. However, implementa- 
tion of these proposals depends on legislative appropriations, 
and will take time. Our commission and many townspeople 
would like to see some basic improvements for the ‘77 summer 
season. We and the selectmen are exploring ways the state 
might make those improvements for the coming summer. 
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Report of Recreation Committee 


The Owl’s Head Recreation Committee met the last Monday 
of each month. Since the committee is new, and it had no funds 
with which to operate, most of its energies were devoted to plan- 
ning for future projects. 


The committee has successfully obtained the assistance of the 
Time and Tide Resources Council in working with the Bureau of 
Outdoor Recreation (BOR) on the possible federal funding of 
tennis courts on the site of the old Navy courts. An on site in- 
spection is scheduled for the courts by (BOR) as soon as the 
ground is clear this spring. Due to lack of information concerning 
exactly how much federal assistance, if any, might be available 
for a project of this kind, the committee has decided to postpone 
any request for funds from the town until all facts are in, and it 
can make an informed judgement concerning the best way to ap- 
proach the project. 


The committee has also devoted much thought to improving 
various localized play areas around town. The article requesting 
funds is largely for this project. Because the town’s population is 
spread out geographically, it is felt that a central play area will 
not be accessible to most small children because of travel dis- 
tances. For this reason the committee is currently researching the 
practicality, legalities, liabilities, etc., of several regional play 
areas. Any town resident with suggestions and/or requests is 
invited to contact the committee.

The Time & Tide RC&D Program was locally initiated and is 
sponsored and directed by the Waldo, Knox, Lincoln and Sagada- 
hoc County Commissioners, Waldo, Knox-Lincoln, Androscoggin 
Valley and Cumberland Soil & Water Conservation Districts, and 
the Southern and Eastern Mid-Coast Regional Planning Commis- 
sions. Time & Tide provides a base for people to come together 
to plan and — more important — develop and carry out projects 
focusing on natural resources that will make the area better. 


The RC&D Program is based on the philosophy that local peo- 
ple, provided with proper facts, some technical and occasional 
financial help, can best develop and carry out an action oriented 
program for the betterment of their area. 


The Time & Tide RC&D has nine resource committees, which 
usually meet monthly. They are made up of interested local 
people, and are Information, Human Needs, Agriculture, Eco- 
nomic Research & Development, Recreation & Tourism, Energy, 
Soil & Land Use, Ocean and Forestry. 


Association with Time & Tide offers an excellent opportunity 
for people to express their ideas and to be included in area 
development. We have the advantage of accomplishing short 
range projects as well as projects for the future. 


The Time & Tide Area has assisted towns with stabilizing crit- 
ical erosion areas, assisting with flood protection, making loans 
to develop natural resource areas, assisting schools with drain- 
age problems in athletic fields, developing public recreation in- 
ventories, making maps showing the prime agriculture land in 
the mid-coast area. These are but a few of the requests from units 
of government such as your town that are helping to make the 
area a better place to live.

Kno-Wal-Lin Community 
Health Services, Inc. 


Kno-Wal-Lin Community Health continues in its eleventh year 
of service to the residents of Knox, Waldo, and Lincoln Counties. 
Our agency, formerly called Mid-Coast Home Health, is a volun- 
tary non-profit corporation under the direction of a twenty-one 
member Board of Directors. 


We continue to provide the services of visiting registered 
nurses, registered occupational or physical therapists, and cer- 
tified home health aides. This is done in cooperation with the 
physicians and hospitals of our service area. 


Our service is a “supportive” or ‘alternative’ type of health 
care, and is available on a “stand-by” basis. Occasional visits 
by one of our health professionals allows persons to avoid 
hospitialization, leave the hospital early, or remain in their own 
homes rather than move to a nursing home. 


Our staff members are under supervision by the Director of 
Health Services, Medical Director, and Professional Advisory 
Committee of the Board of Directors. All services provided are 
in direct consultation with the person’s own physician. An 
office staff is available to deal with the problems of referral, 
communication, or to assist in Understanding the complexities of 
federal and state guidelines for insurance coverage. 


Our staff members have conducted approximately 12,000 
such home visits during the past year. At any one time they are 
serving the health care needs of more persons than the total 
capacity of the five hospitals in our service area. They have also 
continued in their in-service education. Other services have in- 
cluded health screening clinics and consultation services to local 
boarding homes. 


This service is available to all persons without restriction. 
Where possible, the agency assists persons in drawing on federal 
and state resources for coverage of costs. In the past year these 
costs have been covered by Medicare to 69% , Medicaid for 14%,a 
SEA-ME grant to 8%, other agencies such as VA, TB or Arthritis 
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to 2%, with Kno-Wal-Lin assuming responsibility for the remain- 
ing 7% of service rendered, to residents of the three-county area. 


Our reimbursement from Medicare and Medicaid is on the 
basis of “true cost’’ determined by annual audit, and is retro- 
active reimbursement. We are presently attempting to resist the 
spiraling, inflationary, increase in health care cost with limited 
results. 


The unreimbursed portion of our service is covered by a 
direct request for funds from the 51 towns of our service area. 
Town funds cover approximately 3% of our total budget, with 
the remaining 4% left to fundraising needs. 


Our agency continues with the mandate of the Board of 
Directors that health care services will be denied to no one, in spite 
of cost needs. It is our intention to work within the problems of 
increasingly complicated reimbursement, tentative renewal of 
grants, and increasing costs, yet still provide our service. Past 
cooperation from the towns has been most helpful, and is 
appreciated.

We are writing to request an opportunity to meet with Owl’s 
Head’s Budget Committee. 


Mid-Coast Human Resource Council, like all Community Ser- 
vice Administration agencies must seek local matching funds. 
The County Commissioners have advised that each municipality 
must be approached directly, and we are therefore preparing a 
request that the town of Owl’s Head support this agency. 


In the year beginning August 1, 1975 and ending July 31, 
1976, a total of 59 residents of Owl’s Head received services from 
us reflecting a cost of $3,119.19, including home winterization 
($711.69); Pen-Bay rides to ACU ($110.00); Head Start School 
($1,937.50); Outreach contacts ($360.00). In addition to these 
direct services, one resident of Owl’s Head was paid a salary of 
$11,100.00. Thus, a total of direct and indirect services to and 
for Owl’s Head was $14,219.19. 


Since federal regulations demand that we obtain $18,334 in 
matching funds, we have pro-rated this amount on the basis of 
the population of Knox County and the relationship to that num- 
ber (29,000) of the population of each municipality. Owl’s Head, 
with a population of 1,281 (4.4% of the County population) will 
be asked for $806.70, or approximately 63c per capita. 


If you will let us know time, place and date of your Budget 
Committee’s meeting, we would like the opportunity to discuss 
this request in person.

ORGANIZATION 

The Coastal Workshop is a private non-profit organization 
established to provide a day program for mentally and physically 
handicapped adults. Because the working environment is con- 
trolled and protected to meet the needs of handicapped people, 
the Coastal Workshop is referred to as a ‘’Sheltered Workshop.” 
Policy and program operation is determined by a twelve-member 
executive Board of Directors. The members of the Board are all 
private citizens of local communities. 


OBJECTIVES 

The philosophy of the Coastal Workshop is to provide the 
handicapped adult with the opportunity to perform at his own 
level of achievement, through the means of modified or actual 
work experiences, by the use of production skills, group skills, 
individual skills and social adjustment in a work setting. It is 
hoped that each individual will acquire adequate skills and social 
adjustments throughout his development in the program to func- 
tion in a limited or regular work setting after the period of train- 
ing or to become a self-sufficient individual in a permanent shel- 
tered setting. It is desired, through the process of development 
in a work setting, that each individual worker will respect 
punctuality, reliability and responsibility, and feel pride in a job 
well done. 


FUNDING 
The Coastal Workshop receives a contract through the Social 
Security Act — Title XX. This contract is between the Coastal 
Workshop and the State of Maine, Department of Human Services. 
The contract finances 75% of the operating budget. 


The present operating budget for a twelve-month period is 
approximately $40,000. The additional 25% of the budget must 
be raised in the local communities through various fund raising 
events. 


GENERAL INFORMATION 
The Coastal Workshop is located at 11 Free Street in Camden. 
The building is the property of the Congregational Church of 
Camden. 
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Any handicapped adult who is not addicted to a drug of any 
kind, who is not actively harmful to himself or others and who 
possesses a genuine desire to attend the program is eligible. | 

At present there are approximately 30 people attending the 
workshop program. 

The Coastal Workshop is open Monday through Friday from 
8:30 A.M. to 2:30 P.M. The program operates twelve months a 
year. 

The day-to-day staff of the Coastal Workshop consists of a 
Director and three Workshop Supervisors. 


The Workshop depends a great deal on volunteers to assist 
in the day-to-day operation of the program. Any person with an 
interest in providing a more productive and useful life for 
handicapped citizens is a welcomed volunteer.

The Commission has revised its assessments based on $.12 per 
person (1970 Census), and .000011 X 1975 Valuation. Owl's 
Head’s assessment for 1977 is $327.00 compared to $223.48 in 
1976. 


The EMCRPC obtains funding from federal, state, county, and 
municipal governments. Two programs require non-federal 
match money: The “701’’ Comprehensive Planning Assistance 
Program administered by the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development requires $7,518 non-federal match for $15,060 in 
HUD funding. The “701” program includes housing, land use, 
solid waste management, A-95 and DEP reviews of projects, local 
assistance and inter-governmental coordination efforts. The 
Coastal Zone Management Program administered by the National 
Oceanographic and Atmospheric Administration requires a non- 
federal match of $5,000 for $7,200 in NOAA funding. The CZM 
program provides local assistance to coastal communities. 


The Commission’s ‘208’ Areawide Water Quality Planning 
Program, will provide $12,555 the first year, beginning in No- 
vember 1976, and $9,412 the second year. The primary emphasis 
of this program is on the control and reduction of non-point 
source pollution, such as that resulting from construction, agri- 
culture, and forestry activities. 


The Commission anticipates applying for a DOT public trans- 
portation study grant during the next year. 


We hope to continue serving Owl’s Head and that the town’s 
representatives will continue their activity in the commission.

Maine State Statutes basically outlines the specific duties and 
responsibilities of the Board of Directors. Generally they operate 
in the field of school policy making, planning, finances, evalua- 
tion, public relations and personnel negotiations. Each of these 
roles are time consuming and yet each Director has given freely 
of his time to insure schools will operate programs so that each 
student will have the opportunity to develop to his full individual 
capacity. During the past year, 77 meetings (12 regular, 25 
special, and 40 sub-committee meetings) were held to aid in 
obtaining this goal. The public is constantly requesting new ser- 
vices and new programs while wanting to keep the costs of 
schools down. This posture presents a real dilemma and both 
views must be carefully considered in making decisions which 
affect the education of pupils and taxpayers’ pocketbooks. Our 
students must have up-to-date offerings so that they can compete, 
upon graduation, for entrance into schools of higher learning or 
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for employment. Therefore, the Board is constantly re-evaluating 
and reviewing all phases of the school program and operating 
procedures in order to keep local educational costs at a minimum 
and to still offer quality programs. Increased operating effi- 
ciency, quality teaching and high educational achievement for 
each student are the underlying goals of this school district.

The above chart indicates an increase of fifty-five students 
enrolled in S.A.D. No. 5 for September of 1976. The increase is 
primarily due to an increase in kindergarten students over the 
previous year. A study of potential kindergarten entrants for 
September, 1977 indicates a probable entering enrollment of 189 
students. Entering enrollments for a two year period appear to 
be on an increase and will be reflected in increased enrollments 
for the school district. 


FINANCES 
The Maine State Department of Audit has completed a fiscal 
audit of the District’s Operations Accounts for the school fiscal 
year 1976. (July 1, 1975 through June 30, 1976). These are on 
file in the Office of the Superintendent on Grace Street in Rock- 
land. Copies are also on file in the offices of each municipality 
in the District.

Costs reflect continued increases in the inflationary rate of 
wages, materials and services. 


In compliance with State law, the district has moved from a 
calendar year budget to a fiscal year budget for the first time as 
is reflected in the audit summary report. 
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FEDERAL AID TO EDUCATION 
$89,516.80 was received for the support of elementary school 
programs. The thrust of the Federal Aid is to assist educationally 
disadvantaged students with language and mathematics skills. 
Teachers and aides distributed throughout the district are em- 
ployed with these funds. The programs are being continued as 
funds are made available. 


BUILDINGS 

There has been an emphasis placed on the maintenance of 
buildings by the Directors and considerable work and expendi- 
tures are provided. Inspection of district properties by the State 
Board of Occupational Safety and Health, and the State Depart- 
ment of Public Safety, supports the need for continued efforts in 
building maintenance. 

SCHOOL PROGRAMS 

The school district has placed a major emphasis on providing 
instruction for the exceptional child. State Law states, “The Com- 
missioner shall provide, or caused to be provided by Adminis- 
trative Units operating schools, all supportive assistance and 
services required.’’ In accordance, programs are being provided 
in the areas of speech, audition, perceptual functions, behavior, 
and mental development and maturation. These programs are 
supported by in large through a State program of funding. 

During the past school year, the district initiated a complete 
new reading system which is being monitored for maximum 
effectiveness. 


Presently, the district’s English program is Under study with 
anticipation of staff recommendations. Other disciplines will 
benefit from communications which has developed between 
teachers at all levels of instruction. 


Approximately 100 High School students are attending twelve 
vocational programs at the new Region No. 8 facility on a half- 
time basis. Other High School students are being placed in co- 
operative work-study programs. 


Your school district has seen a change in key personnel for 
the 1975-1976 school fiscal year. The Superintendent, the Super- 
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intendent’s Assistant, the High School Principal, and High School 
Athletic Director are new to these posts. The cooperation of the 
public and school community in the transition has been very much 
appreciated. The intentions of the school district has been positive 
in providing education at all levels. It is our profound desire to 
continue working with you in a positive manner that will benefit 
future goals.

DEPARTMENTAL OPERATIONS 
The fiscal year’s operations showed that a net unexpended 
departmental balance of $15,504.91 was lapsed to unappropri- 
ated surplus, per the following summary: 
Departmental Accounts: 


Unexpended Balances $17,665.73 
Overdrafts 2,160.82 
Net Unexpended Balance $15,504.91 


The overlay, unallocated excise tax revenue and unexpended 
balances in the current expense and welfare accounts less tax 
abatements and an overdraft in the interest on temporary loans 
were the major factors contributing to the net unexpended 
balance lapsed to surplus. 


ASSETS . . . The cash balances of the various accounts 
amounted to $127,137.77 at December 31, 1976. The bank 
balances and in transit deposits used in reconciling the cash 
balances were confirmed by the depositories. The change fund 
was counted. 


Taxes receivable totaled $14,632.25 at December 31, 1976. 
Of this amount, $14,201.96 was for current year accounts and 
the remaining balance of $430.29 was for delinquent 1975 and 
1974 accounts. Tax liens and tax acquired property amounted 
to $2,500.50 and $68.90 respectively. 


LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS . . . Unexpended depart- 
mental account balances totaling $17,557.87 are carried forward 
to the ensuing year in accordance with legal requirements and/ 
or voters authorization. 


The community building reserve account balance was 
$67,627.98 at year end and was invested in a certificate of 
deposit and a time deposit in local banks. 


The excess of actual state revenue sharing funds over esti- 
mated totaling $1,467.61 was carried forward to be applied to 
the 1977 tax commitment. 


ANNUAL REPORT, TOWN OF OWL’S HEAD, MAINE 61 


Antirecession fiscal assistance funds of $1,614.00 were carried 
forward pending voter allocation. 


Federal revenue sharing entitlement payments for the year 
amounted to $10,388.00. Interest earnings credited to the fund 
amounted to $531.20. Appropriated general revenue sharing 
funds of $9,000.00 were transferred to the town’s operating 
accounts for public transportation purposes. Unappropriated 
funds at December 31, 1976 were $5,760.66. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $49,510.20, a de- 
crease of $2,976.57 for the year. This change was occasioned 
principally by the voters authorized transfers to various operating 
accounts and to reduce the tax levy less the net unexpended 
departmental balance lapsed, supplemental taxes and _invest- 
ment income. 


TRUST FUND . . . The cemetery perpetual care funds totaled 
$8,585.11. With the exception of $750.00 due from the general 
fund, these funds were confirmed as being on deposit in the Maine 
National Bank, Rockland, Maine. 


GENERAL . . . The use of excise tax revenue and transfers 
from surplus for various departmental operations and transfers 
between accounts, including the excise tax account, to eliminate 
overdrafts was voter authorized at the regular town meeting. 
Also approved was the transfer of $9,000.00 in federal revenues 
sharing funds for snow removal.
